Austro-German Re-Enforcements To 


The Number of 60,000 Engage In 
• Conflict With Allenby's Forces 


BRITISH REPULSING ATTACKS HOURLY 


Washington,* Dec. 29.—Four Turkish 


army division* approximately 60,000 
men, reinforced by Austro-German 
troops from the Russian and Rouma- 
nian fronts have started a desperate 
campaign to retake Jerusalem from 
the British, according to an official 
report to Washington today. 


Heavy 
fighting 
is in 
progress 


around a/line extending from Gazza 
through Jericho and Jerusalem down 
to the river Jordan. The Turks are 
attempting to break th British grip. 
Desperate efforts are made to swing 
the British flank to northeast of Beth- 
any. 
At some points along the line 


the Teuton forces are two to one of 
the British. According to official re- 


' ports General Allenby's 
forces are 


lighting desperately against Gen. Fal- 
kenhayn's troops. On December 20 
27 and 28, official reports said the en- 
emy delivered a blow northeast of 
Birnebale. Entente military experts 
have estimated a Turkish division at 
15.000 men. ThU 
will bring 
the 


Turkish army in Palestine to 60,000 
men. All blows of the enemy were 
repulsed with heavy losses. The Brit- 
ish troops won a brillant victory ad- 
vancing 2 1-2 miles on a 9 mile front. 
The Teutons' losses were sanguinary. 
Capture of a number of German pris- 
oners were also reportd. British suc- 
cesses in Turkey were having a decid- 
ed effect on the Bulgars' morale, it 
was stated.
